Part one, the General Index, lists subjects, authors, names, 
places, and titles appearing in the six issues from December, 1965, 
through October, 1966. 

Part two is a separate Index of Illustrations. Because of the 
emphasis AMERICAN HERITAGE places on pictures, all illustrations 
in VOLUME XVII are classified in this section by artist, title, 
and subject.
